The case of Mary J. Gilmore charged 


with assault on Thomas B. Cox was called 
this morning in police court.

Mr. Cox testified that on the evening of 


March 15 he was going to his home on 
Prince street when he met Mary Jane Gil- 
more near the grist null at the corner of 
French ami Anne street.

'Hello Mary Jane.' 
Then I asked what 


she ha.1 in the can. 


"Beer, have a drink lorn," she an- 


swered. 


"No, drink yourself," said I. 
"Then as I turned away," continued 


Cox, "she threw the contents of the can 
at me. 
Some of it hurried my eye, more 


got on. my wrist, while some 
soaked 


through my pants and burned my leg." 
Cox then showed his hand to the court. 
It was in a sore condition. 


Mr, Crowley then cross-examined the 


•witness who said he married his first wife 
in 1871 and in 1878 married the defendant 
not knowing that his first wife was then 
alive. 


He married the Gitnore woman after an 


acquaintance of 36 hours.

The committee retmued after 10 
o'clock and reported an order which was 
adopted fixing the price of licenses for first 
and fourth class at $1500 and for distillers 
and brewers at S1800.

Senatoi Miller said that bt'Mde^ the art, 


normal school in Boston ihere were five 
normal schools, with a total membership 
of U7^ pupils ami a capacity of 'A-Ci pupils. 


The number of school t^ai IH 
JIS in Massa- 


chusetts was 
fM8'i, of winch about ;il per 


cent, or 15^07 were guduatcs of normal 
schools. 


"The question of need," he said, ''was 


pretty we.ll established. 
With the estab- 


lishment of the three now schools it would 
take 1^ years before all the u\u'hers in the 
state would be normal M-hool graduates. 
' The establishment of three new normal 
schools would not 
place ilassachusetta 


ahead of other states. 
The additional 


schools would give one nonnal school to 
every ^00,000 people, leaving out the city 
of Boston. 


'•I believe that the city or town in which 


the school is located should make a sub- 
stantial contribution for its erection. I 
should think that §100,000 should build 
a 
school 
to 
accommodate 150 
stu- 


dents. This $100,000 is inclusive of the 
$25,000 which the bill provides the towu 
shall contribute. 


Other things bein^ pqual, the fact that 


one town or city woald be willing to give 
$25,000 and the other would not give $>25,- 
000, 
the committee should decide in favor 


of the towu which would be willing to con- 
tribute." 


In response to the chairman, Senator 


Miller said that the reasons which in- 
fluenced his vote in the selection of Law- 
rence, Fitchburg and North Adarns were 
first the training department, second the 
outlying districts and thirdly the accessor- 
ies of the schools in the localities where the 
schools are placed. 


The chairman—Do you think it neces- 


sary to establish all these schools at once? 


Senator Miller—I take it for granted thai j 


not all of these schools should be built 
this year, or perhaps not next year. Ii' 
might take some tioio for the board of 
education to mature its plans. T do not 
think it advisable, however, for this legis- 
lature to pass a bill providing for the pur- 
chasing of the sites now. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Miller's re- 


marks tbe chairman asked what localities 
were represented, and gentlemen arose rep- 
resenting Lawrence, 
Athol, Fitchburg, 


Fusfield, Barustable, Haverhill, North 
Adams and Lowell out of the 19 different 
localities which have petitioned. 


The representatives of Lawrence were 


called on, and Mayor Rutter of that city 
addressed the committee, and introduced 
James H. Eaton of Lawrence. 


"Lawrence is in the peogiaphical center 


of the Mernmack valley," said Mr. Eaton, 
'and that is one reason why we want the 
school. 


"Another thins;, you establish the school 


it Lawrence and you accommodate over 
100,000 people, more than 84,000 over Low- 


anrt 86,000 over Haverhill, 
It is the 


center of population, as well as being the 
geographical center. 


Lawieuce is also a center so far as rail- 


roada are concerned. 


"Then it is a beautiful city. It is sur- 


rounded by hills like the aucieut Jerusa- 
lem. 
(Laughter) 


"Then we have a magnificent library 


and we have Andovcr and Methuen close- 
by, with all their educational facilities. 
Those are the reasons which cause us to 
think that one of tho schools should be 
located iu Lawrence." 


Mayor Rutter said Lawrence would, rest 


its case. 


Joseph G. Ec!ger!y, superintendent of 


schools of Fitchbuig, said that for the last 
five years it had been in tho minds of 1 be 
people of thft city to ask for a normal 
school. 
On tho route of the Fitchbur^- 


trunk line there is no normal school, and 
the people believe th.it a school should be 
placed in this section. The speaker said 
that they had recently built a new high 
school with an expensive laboratory and it 
had been favorably imported ou the taking 
of the old high school building for a man- 
ual training school.

Developments May be Useful to Navi- 


gators. 


WASHINGTON, March 88.—The secre- 


tary of the navy ha« ordered Lieutenant 
Lyman, who was navigating officer o? the 
Kearsarae at the time she was wrecked, 
to appear before a court martial as soon 
as that now trving Commander Heyer- 
xnan is finished. It has beon predicted 
that a trial of Lieutenant Lyman would 
follow that of Commander Keyerman, as 
$5ie testimony of the courts of investiga- 
tion clearly showed that the lieutenant 
was in charge of the vessel at the time of 
the disaster. 


Under liie charges and specifications, 


the first charge is neglect of duty. Under 
this the first specification is that on Feb. 
3, 1894, Lieutenant Wyman, serving aa 
navigator of the United States flagsnip 
Kearsarge, while making pas^ige from 
Port au Prince, Hayti, to Bluefiekb, 
Nicaragua, neglected and failed person- 
ally to take an observation for lougitu le 
tn the morning, and thus neglected his 
duties as navigator of the vessel. 


The second specification sets forth that 


on Feb. 21, while on the same duty, he 
failed to obtain tho local deviation by the 
compasa of the steamer, although the 
weather permitted, and thus neglected 
hi4 duty. 


The third specification charges that the 


same duty was neglected on Feb. 2.

will go direct to Honolulu by thesteamer

arises before that date. At Honolulu, 
Admiral Walker will be in command of 
all of tbe United States naval forces in the 
eastern Pacific ocean, aud if it should be 
necessary for him to take personal com- 
mand of the vessels, which will patrol 
the sewl waters, he probably could reach 
the scene of operations within two weeks 
uftcr notice.

Thomas Cox Tells About the Anne 


Street Incident. 


The case of Mary J. Gilmore charged 


•with assault on Thomas B. Cos was called 
this morning in police court. 


This is the vitriol throwing case. 
The defendant pleaded not guilty and re- 


tained as counsel Hon. J»remiah Crow- 
ley. 


Mr. Cox testified that on the evening of 


March 15 he was going to his home on 
Prince street when he met Mary Jane Gil- 
more near the grist mill at the corner of 
French and Anne street, 


"She said, 'Hello Tom,' and I said 


'Hello Mary Jane.' 
Then I asked what 


she had in the ran. 


"Beer, have a drink Tom," 
she an- 


swered. 


"No, drink yourself," said I. 
"Then as I turned away,1' continued 


Cox, "she threw the contents of the can 
at roe. 
Some of it burned my eye, rnorp 


got on my wrist, while 
some 
soaked 


through my pants and burned my leg,'' 
Cos then showed his hand to the court. 
It was in a sore condition. 


Mr. Crowley then cross-examined the 


witness who said he married his first wife 
in 1871 and in 1878 married the defendant 
not knowing that his first wife was then 
alive. 


He married the Gimore woman after an 


acquaintance of 36 hours. 


They went to different cities in the state 


after their marriage, the two being togeth- 
er as man and wife. Both woiked. 


Cox left a number of cities without his 


wife as she said he couldn't stand her, and 
she drove him away by her manner, but 
his wife always followed him and they 
made up again. 


Among the cities in which this couple 


lived and separated were: Fall River, Lew- 
iston, Dover, Portland,Fitchburg, Spencer, 
Chicopee, Waltham, Walpole, Amesbury, 
Manchester and Lowell. 


The cross examination was exhaustive, 


and lasted some time. 


After numerous questions tbe witness 


got to the day of the assault. 
He didn't 


work that day but walked all around the 
streets. He met the woman as related 
above and when he turned around, attract- 
ed by a noise, she threw the can at him. 


Tnis was the government's case. 
The defendant was immediately called. 
Mary J. Gilmpre testified to having been 


married to Cox in 1878 and she agreed with 
his testimony regarding where they had 
lived, but she never went back to him 
without having been sent for by him. 


Witness:: said that she had a fluid by 


him. 


On the n'ght in question witness met 


Cox on Moody stieet and he asked her for 
some money. She wouldn't give it to him. 
He tu?a asked her where she was living 
and she asked him concerning his where- 
abouts. He said he was tired of living 
with the third woman whom he married, 
and had a nice room in the city. The two 
then took a walk together for souie time. 
She had a can with diluted vitriol in it, 
with which she was going to bathe her 
hand which was sore. She was on her way 
to a doctor's office to ask his opinion of the 
remedy. 
Cox asked her what she was, do- 


ing with it and she told him. They went 
to the South common and sat then? some 
time. 
They finally wound up at the grist 


mill, and here lie sat down saying that ho, 
was thinking of his daughter and"if he had 
$15 he would go to see her. She told him 
that he could not have a cent from her. 


Then, she says, he caught her and tried 


to get his hand in her pocket, tearing her 
clothes. He also struck her on the 
face. 


She struggled with him and he upset the 
contents of the can on himself. 


Lawyer Cowley for the defence made a 


forcible argument for hid client. 


Judge Iladley said that he believed the 


vitiiol throwing to be the outcome of their 
unhappy lite. 
After such an existence as 


the defendant had lived he might excuse 
her for striking her husband, but throwing 
vitriol was too serious and must bo dis- 
couraged. 
He then found the woman 


gui!tv and sentenced her to jail for three 
months.

The number of school tcuoheis in Massa-

cent, or ^287 were graduates of normal 
schools. 


"The question of need," he said, "was 


pretty weti established. 
With the estab- 


ishmeut of the three new schools it would 
take lii years before all the teachers in the 
state would be normal school graduates. 
The establishment of three new normal 
schools would not 
place Massachusetts 


ahead of other states. 
The additional 


schools would give one normal school to 
every 200,000 people, leaving out the city 
of Boston. 


"1 believe that the city or town in which 


the school is located should make a sub- 
stantial contribution for ils erection. I 
should think that $100,000 should build 
a 
school 
to 
accommodate 
150 stu- 


dents. This $100,000 is inclusive of the 
$25,000 which the bill provides the town 
shall contribute. 


Other things being equnl. the fact that 


one town or city would be willing to give 
§25,000 and the other would not give $25,- 
000, the committee should decide in favor 
of the town which would bo willing to con- 
tribute." 


In response to the chairman, .Senator 


Miller said that the reasons which lu- 
tluenccd his vote in the selection of Law- 
rence, Fitchburg and North Adams Avere 
first the training department, second the 
outlying districts anil thirdh the accessor- 
ies of the schools in the localities where the 
schools are placed. 


The chairman—Do you think it neces- 


sary to establish all these schools at once? 


Senator Miller—I take it for granted that

NORMAL SCHOOL 


Big Hearing Opened at the 


House. 


NEED OF NEW NORMAL|SCHOOI<S 


EMPHAS1ZICO. 


Lawrence and Haverhill Present Their 


Claims. 


The committee on expenditures gave a 


hearing at the state house on tbo bl^ Bub- 
ject of new normal schools for tho state 
the separate bills providing for locating tbo 
new schools at North Adams, FHchburg 
and Lawrence having been withdrawn. 


Lowell will speak at tho adjourned hear 


Ing on Friday. Yesterday Chairman Law- 
rence called on the chairman of the com- 
mittee on education, Senator Miller, to 
give the committee on expenditures" the 
status of this normal school question, as 
the committee OD education understood it. 


Senator Miller said that besides the art 


normal school in Boston there were five 
normal schools, with a loin] membership 
of 978 pupils and a capacity of 085 pupils. 


The number of school teachers in Massa- 


chusetts was JMSO, of which about Ul 
per 


cent, or 3207 wero graduates of normal 
schools. 


"The question of need," he said, "waa 


pretty well established. With the estab- 
lishment of tho three new schools It would 
take 12 years before all the teachers In the 
stale would be normal school graduates. 
Tho establishment of Ibrcu new normal 
schools would not 
place Massachusetts 


ahead of other states. 
The additional 


schools would elve one normal school to 
every 200,000 people, leaving out the city 
of Boston. 


"I believe that the city or town iu which 


the school IB located should make a sub- 
stantial contribution for its ert'ctlou. I 
should think that 8100,000 should build 
a 
school 
to 
accommodate 
ICO stu- 


dents. This $100,000 Is inclusive of the 
$25,000 which the bill provides the town 
shall contribute. 


Other things being equnl, the fact that 


one lown or city would be willing to give 
§25,000 and the other would not give $25,- 
000, the committee should decide in favor 
of tbc town which would be willing to con- 
tribute." 


In response lo the chairman, Senator 


Miller said that the reasons which In- 
fluenced his vote In the selection of Law- 
rence, Fitcbburg and North Adams were 
first the training department, second the 
outlying districts ami thirdly the accessor- 
ies of the schools In the localities where the 
schools arc placed. . 


The chairman—Do you think It neces- 


sary to establish all'these schools at once? 


Senator Miller—I take It for granted that 


not all of these schools should be built 
this year, or perhaps not next year. 
It 


might take some time for the board of 
education to mature its plans. I do not 
think It advisable, however, for this leglg- 
lature to pass a bill] providing for the pur- 
chasing of the sltes-'nbw.

COMMANDER HEYERMAN GIVES 


TESTIMONY IN THE CASE. 


HOWARD GOUl*D TO WED. 


Developments May be Useful to Navi- 


gators. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The secre- 


tary of the navy has ordered Lieutenant 
Lyman. who was navigating officer of the 
Kearsarge at the time she was wrecked, 
to appear before a court martial as soon 
as that now trying Commander Heyer- 
raan is finished. It has been predicted 
that a trial of Lieutenant Lvman would 
follow that of Commander Ileyorman, as 
the testimony of the court of investiga- 
tion clearly showed that the lieutenant 
wae in charge of the vessel at the time of 
the disaster. 


Under the charge? and specifications, 


the first charge is neglect of duty. Under 
this the first specification is that on Feb. 
2, 1894, Lieutenant Wymau, serving as 
navigator of the United Slates flagship 
Kearsarge, while making passage from 
Port au Prince, K.iyu, to Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, neglected and tailed person- 
ally to take an observation for longitude 
in the morning, and thus neglected his 
duties as navigator of the vessel. 


The second specification sets forth that 


on Feb. 21, while on the same duty, he 
failed to obtain the local deviation by the 
compass of the steamer, although the 
weather permitted, and thus neglected 
hie duty. 


The third specification charges that the 


same duty was neglected on Feb. 2.

stand, and was asked by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Marix if he had any reason to 
suppose or know that ail the positions of 
the Kearsarge handed him on Feb. 2 by 
the Kearsarge's navigator were not the 
results of the navigator's own personal 
work and calculations? 


"No, girs I hav e not,** replied the com- 


mander. 


Captain J. A. Adair, a sailor, who has 


lived on a ship since 1860, and cruised on 
waters around the West Indies for 14 
years, testified he had passed the dreaded 
reef within a mile to the eastward. An- 
other time he had passed within 20 miles. 
The currents were always variable. He 
had known easterly currents in those 
waters. 


'•When passing the reef within 20 miles 


to the eastward how often have you ex- 
perienced easterly currents, and a* what 
rate an hour?" 


"Two out of five times, at about three 


knots an hour. We experienced all sorts 
of currents in the waters around the 
Roncador reef, and we never could de- 
pend upon them," Bald tha witness.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Seven of th* 


10 days allowed by the constitution for 
the consideration by the executive «f a 
bill have passed since the seigniorage bill 
was laid before President Cleveland, and 
still there baa beeu no action upon thtt 
measure. 


It had been assumed In certain Qiaftif- 


ters that the president tad made up bis 
mind what disposition he should make of 
the bill, and would announce his deci- 
sion to hia cabinet yesterday. If he did, 
the fact eannot be learned, and indeed 
two members of the eablnet, after the 
meeting, which wai shorter than usual, 
stated that they were eren then ignorant 
of the president's intention. 


Senator Ransom and Representatives 


Henderson, Tracey and Kilgore called at 
the White Honse before the cabinet met, 
lut were unable to eee the president. The 
Texas congressman is one of the hopeful 
silver men, and still believes that the 
president will siga the bill or allow tt to 
become a law without his signature. 


All talk of dissension in the cabinet 


over this bill has practically ceased, for It 
has been made clear that throughout the 
pendency of the bill at the White House 
the president has shown the greatest con- 
sideration for the opinions of hia con- 
stituents and advisers, and the pleasant 
cordial relations that prevail between 
them is absolute proof of lack of founda- 
tion for talk of the resignations by mem- 
bers of the cabinet. 


Silverites Lose Heart. 


The silver men have abandoned all hope 


that the president will approve the seign- 
iorage bill. 
It is accepted on all sides 


that the bill will be returned to the house 
with a message in which the objections 
of the president will be given. Such has 
been the prevailing belief from the start. 
It is looked for in the house today. The 
silver men take consolation in tbe belief 
that the president does not intend in his 
veto message to denounce the measure in 
strong language, hut will indicate thajb 
certain changes might be made under 
which he would approve the bill. 


From the talk of the president with 


senators and representatives who have 
called upon him in regard to the matter, 
it is believed he will rest his veto on the 
ambiguity of the measure, which was one 
of the objections raised to it in congress, 
and that he will further express his dis- 
approval of retiring the treasury notes by 
the issue of silver certificates, without 
providing some measure to strengthen 
the gold reserva in tbe treasury.

Jtelxoto Han Kot Issued the Decree COB- 


«ornlnff BlartJnl Law. 


Rro DE JANEIRO, March 28.— Great pains 


ftave been taken to learn if there was any 
basis of truth in tho report cabled to the 
United States in regard to the revival by 
Prfsident Peixoto of t*>e imparial decrees 
of 1838 and 1851, which relate to the treat- 
ment to be accorded all persons, native or 
foreigners, who in any way aided or 
abetted a revolt against the government. 


Had President Peixoto issued such a de- 


cree, the general public would have been 
fully aware of the fact, and the matter 
would certainly have caused much dis- 
cussion among the foreign residents.
